Herod had gained of Antony by money. 
Bnt still,when Antor-y wisat Epbesuf, 
Hyrcactis the hiE.h priest, ind tbe Jew- 
ish nation, sent an ambusage te bis, 
which carried a crcwn of gold with 
ttem,«nd desired that he would write 
to the governors of the provinces, to 
set these Jews free who hid been car- 
ried captive by Cassiut, and this witb- 
ont their having ionght against him; 
and to. restore Ihrm to that conr-try 
which,in the days <f Cassias,bad been 
taken from tltm. Aatony thought the 
Jens desires seiejuft, and wrote im- 
mediately to Ujrcinns, and to the 
Jews. He also sent, at the same time, 
a decree to the Tyrians.
